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R. Dryden, in his excellent Prefatory 
Dedication of his Fuvenal, informs 
us, that he was very much divided 
with Regard to the Choice of the 
Subje& for an Epic Poem. The 
two moft proper Heroes he could 
think of, were King .drtkur, and 
the Black Prince of England, but he did not know which 

It that great Man had had as much 





of them to fix uron. 
Time for refleéting as he had for reading and writing, 
he could not have hefitated a Moment to have chofen 
that Subjeét where there is the greateft Room for Fic- 
tion, aud the leaft Danger for Difcovery. The Hiftory 
of the Black Prince, like the Subjeét of Lucan, is too 
well known to admit the Embellithments which exalt 
the Epic above every other Species of Writing, and all 
that can be made of it is, a good biftorical Poem. The 
World is already informed ot all the Fa&s relating to 
his Perfon, in that Refpeét the Public is upow a Par 
with the Poet: There is no Room for Machinery 
when we already know all thé 4éion, and Fiétion is 
taltelefs where the Mind is prepoffets’d by Truth. 

Asto King Arthur, the Cafe is quite different ; we 
know very little more of him from Hiftory, than we 
do of our prefent Generals from Gazet ¢s.—The latter, 
therefore, have in this Refpeé& the Advantage of all 
A real Accourt of them is yet un- 
blown upon by the Breath of Truth; the Springs of 
their Aé€tions undefcrib’d by the Pen of Hiftory, and 
the Motives of their Conduét uncanvats’d by the Eyes 
of Judgment. 

Hiflorical Defcriptions of Faéts, Perfons, and Cha- 
ractcrs, are to an Epic Poet, fo many Bars to the 
Range of Imagination ; few of which the Poet cari 
jump over without hazarding the Neck of his Mute. 
The Field of Fancy ought indeed to be marked with fome 
dark Veftiges of ‘Truth, and the Reader ought to have 
it trongly imprinted in his Memory, that tuch Perfons 
as Achilles, A:neas, the D—e of.C— d, are -no 
Creations of the Poet’s Brain. —Bur all other Inform- 
ation ought never to go beyond the Hints of a Gazette, 
or the Truth of a News Paper. 





I dare fay, that had we lived in Greece or Rome, when 
Flomer or Virgil wrote, we fhould have heard old Wo 
man telling Children, and Beggars finging about the 


Streets, The moft pleanfaunt and deleétable Hyftory of 


Achilles asd the Siege of Troy, or of Ancas and the fair 
Lavinia. It was upon thofe popular Prepofleliions the 
Poets attempted their Works, it was to them they ow'd 
theit Succefs. Had Thucydides deicrib’d the Expedition 
to Troy, or Livy the Flight into /taly, neither of the 
Heroes would have lived in Epic, bur have been mingled 
in the obxcure Mats of other Kings and Generals, who 
owe all their Fame co cull Prote. 

The firlt Gazette-Writer we know of in H iftory ts 
the Pontifex J/avimus (1 don’t mean the Pope) ot Rome.

Pricft committed to Writing every Year's 7 ranfattions. — 
The fame great Author, however, informs us, that the 
Government did nog fuffer their Gazette-Writer rq pick 
the Pockets of the People, by taking Advantage of 
their natural Defiro for News and Information, avd by 
giving at a Time only joft as much as ferv’d to whet 
their Appetite for more, and making the lowell Alc- 
houfe-keeper in the City pay an exorbitant Price tor 
that litle, and that too none of the beft.

Wheo [ wrote that, I hoped thatthe Kebels, 
fluthed with their late Succets, wouid havg given us an 
Opportuniy of finifhing this Affair at once, which, I 
am morally ture, would have been in our Favour, as 
the Troops in general fhewed all the Spirit tha: 1 could 
wifh, and would have retrieved whatever Slips are pat : 
But, to my gecat Aflonifhment, the Rebels have blown 
up their Powder Magazine, and are tetired over the 
Forth a Fiew, leaving cheir Cannon behind them, and 
a Nucaber of iheir fick and wounded, befides twenty of 
ovr wounded Prifoners, taken at the late Affair, which 
J have fouad here I hope co be at Stirling To-morrow, 
fiom whence I fhsll be better able to inform you of all 
this frange Flighe.

Copy of a Letter from bis Royal Highnefs the Ditke of Cum- 
berland to the Lord Fuftice Clerk. 
Camp at Falknh, Deb. 1. 4745-6. 

My Lord Fuftice Clerk, 

Thought it proper to give you an Account of what 

bas happened fince I left Edinburgh. SS 

Yefierday I marched trom Edinburgh with the Army, 
in two Columns, confifting of 14 Battalions, the Argyll 
fhire Men, and the two Regiments of Dragoons of Cob- 
ham and Mark Kerr, and quartered myfelt at Linlith- 
gow with eight Battalions ; and Brigadier Mordaunt 
with fix Battalions at Burrow-ftone-nets. The Dragoons 
quartered in the adjacent Villages, and Colons! Camp- 
bell, with the Arvyllfhire Men, in the Front towards 
the Avon. A coniiderable Body of che Rebels wasthen 
at Falkirk, and fome few of them appeared on the Hills 
between that Place and Linlichgow. ‘Chey gave it our 
that they intended to ftand another Action with the 
King's Forces, buc at the fame Time feemed very unealy 
for their Baggage, which they were endeavouring to 
fecure on the other Side of the Forth. They were 
much difappointed at the Defence General Blakeney had 
made in Stirling Cuaftle, and faid, ic was impoffible for 
Man to take it. 

This Morning carly Word was brought, that the 
Rebels had retired to the Torwood, and intended to 
make a Stand there ; and that the reft of them from 
Stirling would join them at that Place. 

I reviewed the whole Army this Morning, before we 
marched, who were in the higheft Spirits. ‘Ihe ad- 
vanced Parties of the Rebels retired with Precipitation 
on the Approach of ours, and our toremoft Scouts 
o—— in fome Stragglers, who faid the Rebels were 
repatling the Forth in a good deal ot Confufion, being 
afraid, as they faid, of apother Battle, becaule of the 
Increafe of our Strength, and the great Defertion there 
had been amoung the Clans, which had much diminifhed 
their Numbers. On our March we heard two great Re- 
ports, like the blowing up of fome Magazine, and it was 
foon confirmed to us; for the Rebels tad blown upa 
very large Quantity of Powder, in the Church of St. 
Niniens, betore they went off. 

On my Arrival bere I found all our wounded Men, 
whom they had made Prifoners in the lare Aétion, and 
in their Reireat had been cbitged to leave behind them. 
And I hear they have left their Arullery at Stirling 
fpiked up. 

As toon as T came here, I detached immediarely Bri- 
gadier Mordaunt, with the Argyllifhire Men, and all 
the Dragoons, tn Purlutt of them, tho’ ir is imagired 
that moft of them will have efcaped at the Ford of Frew, 
as they generally make a good deal of Hatle when they 
are going off. They have lofta great many Men at 
Stirhng, and fay it is all over with them, and they fhall 
make to Montroie. Ounce Circumftance is particular,

Copy of Lord FufticeCerk's Letter to the Duke of Newcafile 


Edinburgh, February I, 1745-6. 
Aty Lord Duke, 


“HE Arrival of his Royal Highnef\ the Duke, has 
done the Bofinefs, animated our Army, and 
ftruck the Rebels with Teeror and Confofio He lott 
no Time to improve thefe Advantages, marched the 
whole Army Yefterday to Linlithgow, and the adjacent 
Places, ard cootinued bis March this Morning to Fal- 
kirk, the Rebels always flying before him. This Morn- 
ing the Rebels renewed their firing egaindt Scariing - 
Caftle ; bur General Blakeney cvoatinuing to make a 
ood Detence, they raifed the Siege, and have blown 
up their Magazine of Powder, and, as believed, have 
fytked their Cannon, and the whole Army of the Re- 
bels have fled with Precipitation, and crotling the Forth 
atthe Ford of Frew ; and his Royal Highuete has fent 
onthe Dragoonsand Argylifhire Men to cake Poflefhion 
of Stirling, and remains with the Foot this Nighe at 
Falkirk. Withing your Grace Joy of this great and

Whiteball, February 6. Late laft Night another Ex- 
prefs arrived from his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland, with Leiters dated Stirling, February 
2, giving an Accounr, That his Royal Highuets arrived 
there at One o’Clock that Atrernoon, without meeting 
the leaft Obftucle or Refittance, as Brigadier Mordaunt 
had dune the Night betorc, buc coo late to purfue the 
Rebels. ‘Their precipitate Flight is wor to be defcribed : 
They were all to be at Perch the 2d; where, as their 
own Men declare, they would nor ftuy for his Royal 
Highneis tocome up tothem. When rhe Rebels heard 
that bis Royai Highnefs was gor to Linlnhgow, they 
held uo Couseil, ad drew our their Men, declaring, 
that they vould meet him, bur as foon as the Baggage 
and the Cannon chey lately took were moved olf, ticy 
told the Country People that they were going to meet 
a Reinforcement; but that, as they could not carry 
away all their Plunder, they would give it to them; 
and that it was in St. Nintan’s Church, where they had 
made a Magazine of Powder and Ball ; and when the 
Country People came to feich it away, the Rebels at- 
tempted to fer Fire to the Magazine, but forrunately 
the firft Train miffed, fo chat feveral efcaped ; but the 
fecond was {fo foon fired, that many poor People were 
blown up, and buried in the Ruins. 

After the Rebels had croffed the Forch, many of the 
Leaders told their Men to fhift for themfelves. They 
talk publickly of going trom Perth to Dundee, and to 
on to Montrofe ; aud his Royal Highnets has fent pro 
per Orders to Rear Admiral Byng, to prevent their 
getting off. 

As foon as his Royal Highnefi can get #he Bridge at 
Stirling mended, he will follow to Perih, and fo on 
whilft the Rebels semain in a Body. About 20 of their 
Sick have been taken at Srirling ; and Capr. Fitzgerald, 
of Monro’; Keg ment, and an Enfign of Lee’s, are re- 
taken. 

His Royal Highnefs is pleafed to commend ex‘remely 
the Behaviour of Major General Blakeney, who, by 
his Condu@t, as well a» Courage, has tavid the Caftle 
of Stirling (which isa Place of the greateft Importance) 
from falling into the Hands of the Rebels, The Caftle 
would have held our, but the Provifions and Firing 
were almoft confumed. : 


They write from Lisbon, that Vice- Admiral Medley 
had carried in there a Spamfh Man ot War of 70 Guns 
and 500 Men, bound trom Vera Cruz to Cadiz, and 
which was taken in Sight of the Bay, for Want of 
Wiad to carry her in: She is faid to be excetlively 
rich, and to have been one of Admiral Keggio’s Squa- 
dron that was expected from the Havanna. 

There are private Letters from Rativbon, which fay, 
that a Treaty of Marriage is a@tually on Foor, and 
pretty far advanced, between his Majefty the King ot 
Sardinia, and her Screne Higt.nefs the Duchefs Dowa- 
ger of Wurtemberg, much to the Satisfaétion of che 
Court of Vienna, irom which City we have likewife 
the fame Acceunt. 

The Preparations for War in his Pruflian Majefty's 
Dominions are carried on with greater Vigor and Dili- 
gence than ever, ten new Regiments being to be levy'd 
in Silefia, and 25 000 Men having Orders to hold them- 
felves in Readinefs to march by the End of February ; 
but with what View thefe Preparations are made, or 
againft whom thefe Forces are to at, Time, the fole: 
Confident of his Pruffian Majefty, muft intorm as.

We had only Two Hundred ind Thirty- 
nine Men hilled, wounded, and taken Prifoners in 
the lace Skirmish, for the Name of an Action ic Goc. not 
deterve. If ic had not been for the Weather, which 
the wifeft Generals could not foreice, or tue absett pre- 
vent, we had undoubtedly gained a complere Victory, 
fince at leaft 1400 of the ‘cbels fled fromthe Freld ot 
Battle to their Camp before Surhiag, which plainly thews 
their Terror, and how much they were alicdted by our 
fir ft Charges. 

They have continued their Siege fince, it is true, bur 
with very lit.le Appearance of Sucecf, General bleke- 
ney having killed them abundance of Men, aud they 
have nct been able to firifh one Barrery to ae to play 
upon the Place ; and befides, they srein great ‘A act 
of Provifions, and their Chiets divided tn their Coun 
cil.
